the power music has to 
affect the 


emotions. It may not make us feel 
lonely and forlorn, but it certainly 
makes us realize the sorrow which 
death is constantly bringing into 
the world. For this composition is 
not the expression of a vesohzte con- 
fident soul who sees death merely 
as a falling asleep which is the pre- 
lude to a fuller life. 


Frederic Chopin was a peculiarly 


sensitive and delicate man. As a 
frail boy his life was far 
from 


healthy and normal. He was con- 
stantly shielded from the world; his 
education was obtained privately 
from his father who was a school- 
master: music, especially 
piano 


study, occupied a large share of 
his days, and at all times his mind 
was filled with the sorrows of his 
country, Poland, which was then in 
the midst of that struggle for free- 
dom from Russia which even today 
does not seem entirely assured. A 
patriotic Polish nobleman made a 
protege of the lad, introduced him 
into the most refined homes of the 
land, and gave him abundant oppor- 
tunities to know the customs 
and 


manners of both the court and coun- 
tryside. 
From thsse experiences 


Chopin later drew freely in writing 
his music, 
such as 
the 
Military 


Polonaise used in last year's con- 
test. When he was nineteen, a rev- 
olution broke out in Polar-d, and his 
parents sent Chopin to GtTnany to 
study. Two years later he took up 
his residence in Paris, where he liv- 
ed for the remaining eighteen years 
of his life. 
Chopin's later years 


were clouded with illness and much 
unhappiness. He shows in his works 
the wild dreamy nature of the Slav 
and the dainty caprice coupled with 
an exquisite perfection of form and 
manner thoroughly French.

if he refused to answer any question 
he might be thrown in jail for con- 
tempt. . Some members of the sen- 
ate contend this is- a violation of the 
constitution, which provides that a 
man shall not ba compelled to give 
evidence which might

The dry forces have refused to 


confer with the state prohibition de- 
partment over the bill and have de- 
cided to make an independent fight 
to pass the bill ;in its -original form.

Wisconsin Mourns Today Over Loss of Gallant Soldier for 


the Common Good.

PALL of sorrow fell over Wisconsin yesterday when the 
news went clicking into every city and hamlet thai: 
"Jim Thompson is dead." 


,- 
Wisconsin mourns today over a leader who has fallen all 


too early in the battle which he so willingly shouldered just a 
few years back, for the common good. 


* * * 


"Jim" Thompson made a swift entry into the affections of 


the people of this commonwealth. Seven or eight years ago he 
was bnt little known,—he was then just a well known lawyer at 
La Cross*. It is within the last three or four years that he 
became known from border to border in the state. 


It was in 1918 that progressive leaders in this state obtained 


an eloquent insight -into the latent powers of leadership,that re- 
posed in the big frame of "Jim" Thompson. Paul Hfasting had 
just met a tragic death. His successor was to be named while 
the country was at war. People in Wisconsin remember the 
situation that was prevalent at that time. 


The war profiteerk,and their agents who were in the saddle 


had conspired to prevent any real representative of democracy 
from filling the seal, that had been left by Paul Husting. They 
thought they could so manipulate the war hysteria as to make 
It impossible for any candidate seeking the common good to 
enter the field. 


But they failed lo reckon with the upstanding courage and 


the willpower of "Jim" Thompson. He knew full well of the 
character of the campaign that would be launched against him 
in seeking a seat to the senate as a progressive! But he chal- 
lenged the force and fury of, the despicable assaults that were 
launched by the profiteers and the profiteer newspapers and he 
came within 2400 votes of being elected in a campaign that was 
too short to take his case to the people. 


* * * 


It was in the campaign of last fall, however, that Mr. 


Thompson made a record that will be long remembered in this 
state. Defeated in the primaries through a confusion of the 
issues which spHt th« progressive strength, Mr. Thompson was 
appealed to in the hope that he would become an independent 
. candidate for senator. An independent candidacy is always a 
hopeless proposition. But Jim Thompson, when he became con- 
vinced that there was a large public demand for his candidacy, 
agreed to make the run. He conducted his independent cam- 
paign against what he knew were hopeless odds with the same 
enthusiasm and determination that had characterized his other 
political campaigns. The wonderful run that he made as an 
independent will long be an inspiration in this state as an ex- 
ample of what can be done when the public is aroused. 


* * * 


The tragedy of Mr. Thompson's early death lies in the fact 


that there are so few men of his ability and power who are 
willing to take up the battle for the common good. Men of his 
vision and his willingness to enlist in- the service of his fellow 
nun are sadly needed :in these days. In the prime of life and a 
man of splendid physiiqu* and personality, Mr. Thompson was 
looked upon as one of the men upon whose broad shoulders the 
responsibility of progressive leadership would rest in this state. 


* * * 


Jim Thompson "wore well." The admiration and following 


which he won in his short public career was only enhanced by a 
closer personal acquaintance. "Big Jim,"—he was a fine look- 
ing man physically with his six feet of stature—had a fine sense 
of fellowship and kindliness. Those who knew him will never 
forget his, wholesome smile,—a smile that belled immediately 
any intimation that bitterness or ill will could ever find lodge- 
ment in his soul. 


About three years ago Mr. Thompson married a charming 


little woman who had attained an enviable reputation in this 
country as a pianist. Mrs.'Thompson knew but little of the 
ways of politics and of public life. Yet she took her part loyally 
and became a great help to her husband in the days when "Jim" 
Thompson was the target for the missiles of partisan bitterness. 
Th« sympathy of thousands goes out to this little woman today.

[To the Editor]—The advertise- 


ment appearing in your paper under 
date of April 1st, signed by C. H. 
Markham, president, Illinois Centra] 
System, discloses the fact that tho 
railway owners are again starting 
an advertising campaign to "edu- 
cate" the public on the transporta- 
tion situation in the United States. 
It is apparent from this, that they 
are going to use the same tactics as 
were employed for sometime previ- 
ous to the passage of the infamous 
Cummins-Esch law, in order to con- 
trol.-Congress. and put over more 
legislation to, enable them to con- 
tinue their exploitation of the-Amer- 
ican people. While I
